Visiters,  who  notice  tbeae  thlaga 
moi«  than  we  who  ara  accuetemad  to 
them  do,  oftan  remark  on  It.  goma 
of  them  think  it  la  our  own  naclact 
and  earelessneiM.  OtherR,  and 
iftnonSKt  theae  many  nf  mir  own  peo- 
ple, think  the  noil  .,r  ih*  flimHtU- 
conditions  here  arc  not  suitable  for 
RcoWlng  apple*.  This  la  rariacted  In 
our  fetail  Btorea.  where  a  vary  large 
proportion  of  the  apples  expoaed  for

an^  often  foreign  orchards.  Our  own 
tr>iit,  being  eanatiered  inferior,  la

their  mounts  by  forea  and  strategy 
Uked  to  competp  wtth  each  other  In 
natural  acta  ot  skill,  but  *ba  need 
far  thki  form  ot  rennd-np*le  now 
over,  suit  ramataa  oalg  as  a  riaans  af 
entertainment  —  often  eiaggaratad.
